World Radiosport information

The World Radiosport Team Championship 
is a quadrennial week-long celebration of 
amateur radio. Somewhat akin to a "radio 
olympics," it is organized around an on-the- 
air competition among 52 two-person teams 
representing various countries and/or 
continents. The participating operators all 
have been selected because of their 
proven accomplishments in major 
international contests. Bringing the 
competitors together in one place at one 
time, the WRTC emphasizes individual 
operator skills by neutralizing most of the 
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other variables normally associated with a 
radio contest -- the teams all are in close 
physical proximity on flat terrain, running 
the same amount of power, and utilizing 
similar antenna systems. Social events 
enable the competitors to meet each other 
and the local hams thereby furthering the 
international good will for which amateur 
radio already is well Known. WRTC also 
gives the amateur radio community an 
opportunity to present itself to the general 
public in a highly positive context through 
coverage in the mainstream press, 
television, and radio. 


The site of the 1996 World Radiosport 
Team Championship (WRTC-96) will the 
San Francisco Bay Area. The competition 
will be the weekend of July 13 and 14, 
1996. Once in San Francisco, the WRTC- 
96 Committee will provide contestants with 
housing, meals, local transportation and 
access to station locations. In addition, a 
block of rooms has been set aside for 
visitors at a Belmont motel. Bay Area 
volunteers are needed to provide stations, 
transportation, and housing for the 
contestants. 


Commenting on the rules, NCCC President 
Ken Silverman, WM2C said, "Since WRTC- 
96 will take place in conjunction with the 
IARU HF World Championship, we tried to 
use the existing rules of that contest as 
much as possible. Operating times will be 
limited to 12:00 UTC Saturday, July 13 
through 06:00 UTC Sunday, July 14 (six 
hours less than the IARU Championship). 
Teams will utilize only the 40, 20, 15 and 
10 meter bands, with no operation on either 
80 or 160 meters.

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An Interview with 
Jamie Wasson, AB6WJ 
by Sharon Primbsch, AA6XZ 


| interviewed Jamie in Highland Hospital on 
Memorial Day. Six days previously, she 
had been hit by a car without brakes (and 
from which the driver had just “bailed out” 
and run away). After Jamie’s car was hit on 
the left side, it rolled two and a half times, 
and the driverless “junker” car that hit her 
landed on top of Jamie’s car, flattening 
Jamie’s passenger compartment to about 2 
feet high. This left Jamie pinned in and 
hanging upside down from her safety belt 
inside. After lifting the “junker’ off of 
Jamie's car, and-taking a half hour to cut 
Jamie out of her own car, emergency crews 
sent her to the hospital with internal 
bleeding, a broken collarbone, nine breaks 
in seven ribs, a shattered spleen, one 
collapsed lung, a scuffed aorta, and a 
scratched liver. Unbelievably, there was no 
spine, head, neck, or leg damage. 


Jamie says, “I was in ICU for four days. 
Highland has a good trauma care team. I’m 
downright perky now that they’ve removed 
the tubes and monitors from me. | feel 
okay as long as | don’t move too much. 
They just started feeding me real food 
today; I’m not sure if that’s a step up or a 
step down. This is a colorful place. They'll 
boot me out of here pretty soon, and I'll be 
able to make ‘phone calls.” When | asked 
Jamie if she had any words for her fellow 
EBARC members, she said, “Thanks for 
your concern. Also, as a general rule, | 
recommend staying out of the way of cars 
without drivers.” 


At press time (Tuesday, May 28th), Jamie 
was arriving at Liz (KO6XP) Charlton’s 
house for recuperation. Jamie... Hang in 
there, and get well quick!

Harry Bier, WA6TNI, wrote the following 
sample letter for 4Cs members. It is printed 
below so EBARC members can use it as a 
model for their own, personalized letters. 


Dear FCC: 


It was with utmost disbelief and dismay that I 
read about the proposal that would enable “little 
LEOs” to appropriate the 2-meter and 70 cm 
bands for commercial purposes. For those of us 
in amateur radio, this would be an 
unconscionable and devastating occurrence! 
The very heart of our radio activities would be 
destroyed! 


As you should be well aware, it is on these bands 
that we conduct our community services. In the 
event of civil disasters such as earthquakes, 
floods, fires, hurricanes, explosions, train 
wrecks, etc., we provide important back-up 
communication for all emergency services, as 
well as for blood banks, medical aid, health and 
welfare, the Salvation Army, Red Cross, and 
other public disaster agencies. 


The 2-meter and 70 cm bands are the most 
frequently used bands for amateur

communications by voice, data, mobile and 
fixed, moon-bounced, and satellite services. 
They are also used for their invaluable 
communication function for community 
activities, such as the walkathons sponsored by 
the Heart Association, Lung Association, AIDS 
Relief, and other parades and gatherings. 
Amateurs establish valuable networks that enable 
them to function almost immediately on request. 
Surely these worthy activities cannot be ignored 
in favor of commercial enterprises. 


Let me point out that the amateurs who work 
the 2-meter and 70 cm bands are not just Sunday 
hobbyists. Most are dedicated and informed 
citizens with technical backgrounds and state-of- 
the-art radio equipment, who are ready to be of 
valuable community service. We have spent 
hundreds of hours in training and literally 
millions of dollars in equipment to enable us to 
offer a disciplined and ready support team 
whenever needed. As the bottom line, it is 
fiscally impossible for any community in these 
United States to assemble such a team of 
communication specialists and their equipment, 
which is offered without cost. I cannot be more 
emphatic when I urge you to consider these 
factors over commercial interests.

FIELD DAY: Ray Gillett, KF6FU, said we 
had a very successful Field Day with many 
participants and visitors. He did not have 
the total score to report, but he thinks the 
total will probably match our score for last 
year. John Percival, WI6O, said the SSB 
station logged 422 contacts. 


CLUB STATION: Burgie reported for Club 


Station Chairman Ralph Hall, W6EFD. She

positions in our new station addition. She 
also said that a Club Station work party has 
been set for Saturday, July 27th. Burgie 
thanked Sam Watson, N6VIF, for loaning 
the Club his R7 Vertical antenna as a 
replacement for our R7 which is down for 
cleaning and repair.

PROGRAM: Ron Smith, KE6HKQ, 
introduced our guest speaker Allen 
Graham, who works for shortwave radio 
station HCJB in Quito, Ecuador as a 
producer of English language 
programming. Allen told about Quito where 
he will return in August for a 3-year term of 
service at HCJB. He described some of the 
English programs including science, news, 
music, and special programs on Ham Radio 
and Shortwave Listening. He showed a set 
of QSL cards for HCJB that combine to 
form a panoramic view of Quito. This 
December 25th will mark the 65th 
anniversary of broadcasting by HCJB.

Well dang, the Novice/Technician Plus tent 
counts this year were almost exactly the 
same as last year, 101 (102 in 1995)?! We 
worked 16 states and 24 sections (down 
from 17 states and 26 sections in 1995). 
We used 10M SSB, and CW on 10, 15, 40 
and 80 meters. We had 57 SSB contacts 
and 22 CW contacts.

WRTC ‘96 Notes 
David Brandon, KG6FR 


The World Radio Team Championship ‘96 
is over. Contestants Dmitri, UTS5UGR, and 
Jerry, UT4UZ, from the Ukraine used our

W6CUS club station. Leon, S59L, was the 
Slovenian referee. They operated with call 
sign K6K and got about 1800 contacts. In 
addition to the people mentioned in 
Burgie’s article (see above), Leo Lewis, 
Rachel Lewellen, and Ray Gillett also 
helped us be a good host station. 


Our WRTC ‘96 Adventure 
Sharon Primbsch, AA6XZ 
& Henry Primbsch, KK6PH 


We'll never forget being a host station for 
the WRTC ‘96 contest. About two months 
before the contest, we knew that we 
needed to improve the SWR on our 3- 
element beam, re-secure the rotor for it, 
and put up a 40-M dipole. We seemed to 
have passed all the other requirements, 
including access to a bathroom, a place for 
two people to sleep, no other WRTC host 
station within 2 miles, and no hill higher 
that 20 degrees from level nearby. 


Our “work party” was two Saturdays before 
the contest. Getting two new baluns, some 
antenna wire, egg insulators, pulleys, a 
nifty climbing belt, and hardware for 
hanging a 40 meter dipole were fairly 
simple. The hard part was that ominous 
40-foot tower looming a /ooooong way off 
the ground! Somebody had to climb it, so 
we agreed that Sharon would make the 
SWR measurements, and Henry would 
climb the tower to do the repairs and 
installation. Well, that worked fine until 
Henry’s arthritic knee had other ideas. So, 
we swapped jobs. It’s a good thing, 
because once Sharon attached a dummy 
load to the feed line at the top of the tower, 
the SWR measuring apparatus went belly 
up. At that point, it’s great to have an 
electronics engineer (Henry) in the station! 
Needless to say, two hours later, we were 
able to verify that our feed line was okay, 
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that the beam was okay, and that the new 
(precariously dangling) balun was fine. 
Only after getting off the tower (with the 
death-grip bruises to prove it), did Sharon 
realize that her work apron covered up a 
perfectly good attachment ring on the new 
climbing belt that would have allowed her to 
work with both hands! 


At the end of Saturday, we still didn't have 
a permanent installation, the rotor was still 
not secured, and there was still no 40- 
meter dipole installed (true tower novices at 
work)! Kit Chantarotwong, WB6JZM, came 
to the rescue, climbed the tower, and 
finished everything in about 45 minutes! 
Thanks Kit (and thanks for not laughing at 
Sharon's temporary installation). 


We were told by the WRTC committee that 
all we needed to supply were two antenna 
feed lines and a place to set up. The 
contestants or the WRTC group would 
provide everything else, including a referee 
wns would visit US @ day or so Defore tne 
contest. Well, when we attended the 
WRTC picnic the Wednesday evening 
before the contest, several referees were 
missing! One of us (Sharon) opened her 
mouth and volunteered to be a referee at 
our house (Henry could still be the station 
host), if they were truly desperate for 
judges. Well, they were truly desperate! 
We were hastily handed a 10-page set of 
rules! We cornered an American 
competitor at the picnic, and he gave us a 
crash course in what this event and its 
rules meant. 


At noon the Friday before the contest, the 
Hungarian team, Gyozo Macsuga, HAOMN, 
and Istvan “Steve” Bogyo, HAODU, drew 
Henry's name out of a hat. They finally 
arrived here about 7 p.m., with very little 
equipment. They also brought a sealed 
envelope for the referee (Sharon) with 
instructions, three videotapes and a small 
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envelope containing a 1x1 call sign. We 
fed them, took them to a store for cigarettes 
and soda (contest fuel), and Henry helped 
them set up. We all got to bed about 
midnight. 


Four hours later were all up again the next 
morning. At 4:30 a.m., Sharon opened the 
envelope to reveal call sign K6E. The team 
entered the call sign into their logging 
computer, checked their gear, and the 
contest was “off and running” at 5 a.m. 
Sharon spent the next 18 hours wearing 
headphones, monitoring the contest, and 
recording iton a VCR. She did this lying 
on a couch, to elevate a finger broken (not 
while on the tower) the weekend before. 
The Hungarian team’s goal was to make 
100 QSO’s per hour (which they exceeded 
by a little bit). About 1/4 of the contacts 
were on SSB, and the rest were CW. At 
one point during the day, they had a 
contact rate of 545 QSOs per hour (SSB)! 
It was a real pleasure for both of us to 
waich this finely-nhoned world ciass team. 
We saw not only their skill and their 
strategy, but we also saw their impeccable 
person-to-person teamwork. At 11 p.m., 
the team handed a computer disk to 
Sharon and disassembled the station. We 
drove to Belmont (with disk, videotapes, 
and Hungarians), arriving about 2 a.m. 
Amazingly, there were tons of WRTC 
contestants still milling about! We should 
all consider ourselves lucky, the main 
judges didn’t sleep at all. They had to 
finish the scoring before they could rest! 


At the Sunday evening banquet, we 
discovered, to our surprise, that “our” 
Hungarian team (K6E) came in 43rd of 52 
teams. We would have expected them to 
come in at the top. It just showed us how 
remarkably skilled all 52 teams were! In 
any case, it was wonderful to visit with “our 
Hungarians” when they weren’t “working!”

New FCC RF safety standards effective 
1/1/97 could affect the way some hams 
operate, perhaps especially those using 
vehicle-mounted antennas. Part 97 will 
require hams running more than 50 W PEP 
to conduct routine RF radiation evaluations 
to determine if RF fields are sufficient to 
cause human exposure to RF radiation 
levels in excess of those specified for 
frequencies from 300 KHz to 100 GHz. If 
radiation is in excess of the limits, “the 
licensee must take action to prevent such 
an occurrence.” 


“Exactly what is involved in conducting a 

‘routine RF radiation evaluation’ is not yet 

clear,” according to ARRL Executive * 
Secretary David Sumner, K1ZZ. He said 

that for high-power mobil operation and for 
operation with indoor antennas, “amateurs 

may well have to make changes in how 

they operate.” The ARRL Lab staff and the 

RF Safety Committee will be evaluating the 

new requirements. 


The new regulations will alse require the 
addition of five questions on RF 
environmental safety to the exams for 
Novice, Technician, and General licenses. 
The FCC encourages the amateur 
community “to develop and disseminate 
information in the form of tables, charts, 
and computer analytical tools that relate 
such variables as operating patterns, 
emission types, frequencies, power, and 
distance from antennas.” 


ARRL members can check the January e. 
issue of QST for further updates.
